He can tell you off-hand the 
address of every financier in the street 
and usually knows if they are in their 
offices. If a firm is likely to fail or a 
panic great or small threatens, Policeman 
Powers, from some mysterious source, is 
the first man to hear of it. No man knows 
the complex life of the street better thau 


he, 

Policeman Powers is generally known on 
the street as Morgan’s policeman. AS a 
matter of fact, Powers does not watch J. 
P. Morgan’s safety more carefully than 
any other of the crowds of millionaires in- 
trusted to his care. But his services are of 
se nciphnagy Value to the great financier. 
-owers has stood for years in the middle 
of Broad street facing the United States 
treasury; with Mr. Morgan's office at his 
his right hand. He knows -Mr. Morgan 
and practically everyone who does busi- 
ness with him. The ‘alert policeman al- 
ways keep the tail of his eyes, so to speak, 
on the Morgan offices. He sees everyone 
who mounts the steep steps of the build- 
ing all dey long and could spot a — 
cious character at a glance. Incidentally, 
Policeman Powers knows almost as many 
crooks as financiers. 

The title of Morgan's policeman was giv- 
en Powers, however, principaily because 
of the curious resemblance of Powers’ 
manner to that of the — financier. 
Powers looks nothing like organ in face 
or figure, but he seems to have uncon- 
sciously imitated many of his manner- 
isms. He has watched Morgan everv day 
entering and leaving his office for years. 
Mr. Morgan's firm stride, his erect bear- 
ing, the rigid pose of his head annd his 
habit of staring straight ahead 


of the policeman. Anyone who has seen 
Mr. Morgan acknowledge a bow with a 
slight movement of the hand to his hat 
has only to watch Powers for a few mo- 
ments any day to see the gesture dupli- 
cated. Both men have, besides, the same 
trick of stroking their moustaches down- 
ward when thinking deeply, and Powers 
lifts his helmet to cool his head with the 
identical gesture with which Mr. Morgan- 
raises his hundred-dollar Panama.

Incidentally Pow- 
ers is one of the few oe in Wall street 
whom Mr. Morgan always greets with a 
smile.

friend. There he met the lady who is now 
Senora Crispi. or, more correctly, Donna, 
She was the daughter of a Sicilian deputy. 
She had married at 14, and been divorced 
after two months of wedlock. She was 
beautiful, gracious, charming, a woman of 
the world. Crispi fell deeply in love with 
her, and after a short courtship married 
her. In all the years since he has been 
her lover. For her sake he haa on more 
than one occasion brought on serious crises 
in the Italian cabinet. 

Some time after his marriage to Mme. 
Filomena (the present Mrs. Crispi) Crispl's 
enemies, knowing of his connection with 
Rosalie, caused him to be tried on a charge 
of bigamy. He lost his position as minister 
for the time, but was subsequently tri- 
umphantly acquitted and restored to posi- 
tion. ; 

It is on the Donna Lina that Crispi has 
lavished all the tenderness of his great 
nature. She is a woman of vast ambitions, 
and with the supreme dictatorship she has 
heen able to wield over her husband she 
has been able to reach a position of re- 
markable prestige. 

She has even seen fit to rebuke fhe lovely 
Queen Margherita in public. 

The climax of her power was reached 
when King Humbert was compelled by 
Crispi to confer upon him the Order of the 
Annunciation, the members of which be- 
come, ipse facto, cousins of the sovereign, 
this prerogative extending to their wives, 
who follow immediately the princesses of 
the blood on all official occasions. Mrs. 
Crispi thus became officially the cousin of 
Queen Margherita, entitled to remain seat- 
ed in the royal presence and to be publicly 
saluted with a kiss from the lips of her 
majesty. It is on the strength of this that 
Mrs. Crispi has dropped the prefix of 
“signora’’ and assumed that of ‘“‘Donna,”’ 
coupled with her Christian name, ‘‘Donna’”’ 
being, as a rule, reserved for the wives and 
daughters of the old patrician princes of 
Rome. The people of the Eternal City have 
humored Crispi’s wife in this particular. 

Donna Crispi is a woman of magnificent 
sresence, now about 65 years of age. At 
her Thursday receptions during the season 
are to be found the most distinguished men 
and women in Italian society—senators, 
deputies, magistrates. She is an ardent 
yatriot and the patroness of many benevol- 
ences. Her daughter, Peppina, who its an 
only child, is famed throughout Italv for 
her fine performances as a harpist. 

However ambitious has been the wife of 
the great premier, all Italy has known that 
her deepest ambitions have been always 
for her husband, and as his life ebbed 
away, she sat in pathetic grief.. clasping 
his hands in hers, forgetful of all worldly 
ainbitions and mindful only of the dear and 
siler.t form betore her.

istence of the Union.

in a hundred St. Louis restaurants:

casualty list will be heavy unless the com- 
mission men and Egg Candlers’ and Pack- 
ers’ Union, No, 8343, come to an agreement, 
that the egg can be candied before tak- 
ng. 
President Joseph B. Gorman of the Egg 
Candiers’ Union says that the strikers, Who 
comprise practically all the candlers In St. 
Louis, are holding out firmly, while the egg 
shipments go uncandled to the consumers. 

The fight has now resolved ttself, says 
Mr. Gorman, into a struggle for existence 
as a union. The employers are willing to 
pay the advance in wages, but they insist 
that the candiers return to work as non- 
union men. The men want $2.25 per day, an 
advance of 2% cents. 

Secretary Unkenholz of the union is in 
Chicago, putting into operation certain 
schemes calculated to defeat the St. Louis 
comnission men. 

President Gorman believes that a little 
later in the season, when eggs come into 
more general use, the employers must yield, 
as the union is urging dealers to handle 
only union-candled eggs, and the consum- 
ers are in fear and trembling when they lay 
in a dozen without the union mark. 

“At this time of the year,’ said Mr. 
Gorman to the Post-Dispatch, ‘‘the eggs 4re 
at ther worst. Sometimes in a case of 30 
dozen we find from 20 to 2 dozen bad ones. 
You can just imagine the result when a4 
case of eggs like that goes to the consumer 
| without being candled.’’

My 
occupation brings me in close contact with 
dairy cattle, and I have been compelled to 
devote my attention to the subject of tuber- 
culosis afflicting dairy stock. One fact 
that strengthens my belief that human 
bacillary tuberculosis is all derived from

There is bitter litigation in prospect over 
the estate left by the late Michael Tracy 
of Fast St. Louts. 

Two suits have already been brought by 
‘relatives who were not remembered in the 
‘only will which has been produced. In both 
isuits sensational allegations are made. 
| There are persistent rumors of startling 


| developments yet to come. 

| In the Circuit Court at Belleville suit was 
‘begun by Mrs. Lucy Sullivan of East 8t. 
‘Louis, a daughter of the testator, to get 
aside the will, which has been filed, on the 
ground that at the time the will was drawn 
‘the testator’s mind and memory were so 
‘impaired that it was impossible for him to 
make a just and proper distribution of his 
estate. 

She alleges that undue arts and fraud- 
ulent practices, misrepresentations and 
threats were used by Margaret Tracy, his 
wife, and Mary Tracy and Annie §Yalsh, 
his daughters, to induce him to execute the 
will as drawn. 

A suit has also been brought | Daniel 
Tracy Sullivan and George H. ullivan, 
minor children of Daniei Sullivan, school 
treasurer of East St. Louis, against Mrs. 
Tracy, Mary Tracy and others to contest 
the will on other grounds. 
| In this suit the claim is set up that there 
is a later will than the one which has been 
‘filed and that this later will has either 
‘been destroyed or is being concealed by 
|Mrs. Tracy and her daughter. 

Mr. Tracy, who was a leading merchant, 
died at East St. Louls May 26, 1901. 

A will dated April 23, 1895. was filed for 
‘probate, by the terms of which the entire 
estate was bequeathed to his wife. 

The plaintiffs in this suit claim that an- 
other will was made by che deceased on 
Feb. 1, 1899, in which the wife was given 
only a life estate in the property, and at 
her death it was to go to the Sullivan chil- 
| dren. 

The bill alleges that after the making 
of this will and before the death of Eb mee 
it came into the possession of the defend- 
ants, mother and daughter, and the fact 
‘is charged to be that ‘‘said last will of sald 
Michael Tracy was either destroyed by said 
‘defendants or with their connivance, or is 
concealed by them and cannot now be found 
or produced.”’ 

There is strong feeling between the heirs 
'and thuse who think they should be heirs, 
and it is said that more serious charges wii] 
be brought.
